MINERS, AND THEIR LEADERS. 

It appears that several of the active spirits who have so long held 
the position of leaders of large bodies of miners in various parts of 
the kingdom have recently lost caste with those who were only too 
pleased at one time to carry out their behests, The delvers in our 
mines, who years since gave upevery vestige of their liberty as work-

the person of Mr. J. Kitto, a name not unknown in the columns of 


men to the keeping of those whom they considered worthy of such 
| contidence, are now in open revolt against the use that has been made 
| of the power so surrendered. In several instances they have refused 
| to be led by those who for so many years they looked up to as the 
defenders of their rights and privileges, and whom they maintained 
}in no niggardly fashion. But so it is, The ablest of the miners’ 
leaders find themselves either rudely thrust on one side, or their acts 
strongly condemned by those whom they recently looked upon as 
mere machines for carrying out their orders, The reasons for such 
a startling change are not diflicult to decipher. So long as the plat- 
form orators advocated an increase of wages, or opposed any reduc- 
tion, then they were applauded to the echo, but when they advised 
submission to an opposite policy then, indeed, their loss of power 
became apparent. It was owing to such a change that the miners 
of Seotland denied the right of Mr. MacponaLp, M.P., to speak as 
their mouthpiece, and, after a connection extending over more than 
a quarter of a century, cooly informed him that they were able to do 
without him. Mr. MacboNaALp has certainly done more than almost 
any other man in improving the position of the mining body gene- 
rally, and was one of the principal instruments in securing the Mines 
Regulation Bill in its presentform., But he not only asked the men 
to submit to a reduction, but spoke disparagingly of some of those 
who opposed his views; and so, forthe present at least, he has ceased 
to wield the power he formerly did. Whether a more conciliatory 
tone would have been more successful we are unable to say; but it 
must be a diflicult task, when a reduction of wages is deemed neces- 
sary by the leaders of a Union, to so frame their policy and speeches 
as to make them palatable to those who are the most interested. 

In the Cleveland district the ironstone miners have also sent their 
leaders adrift for advising them to submit to a lowering of wages, 
| whilst in Durham the men employed at the Thornley, Wheatly Hill, 
}and Ludworth Colliers, to the number of upwards of 1200, have 
| been standing out against working 11 days a fortnight, preferring 
| to be idle at least one day in every week, in the expectation that by 
|so doing they would be able to keep up the price of coal and wages 
at the same time. This has been done independent of the Associa- 
ltion. What is still more surprising, however, is to find that anum- 
| ber of the Gloucestershire colliers should feel indifferent to the 
given by the executive of the Amalgamated Association to 
which they belong. Now, that body is constantly at war in some 
district or another, and is now paying to men on strike upwards of 
60002. a week, so that Mr. HALLIpAY,no doubt, truly states that the 
Association has as much on their hands as they can accomplish. 
Notwithstanding this avowal, some 38500 men employed at the pits 
between Yate and Mangotsfield, a few miles from Bristol, refused 
to submit to a reduction of 20 per cent.,or toa compromise of 10 per 
cent. sugges'ed by Mr, ITALLIDAY, in the event of the colliery pro- 
prietors accepting it. 

A similar state of things also prevails in South Yorkshire and 
North Derbyshire, where the Miners’ Association consists of upwards 
of 24,000 members, with a large accumulated capital. A proposal 
on the part of the colliery proprietors for a reduction of wages to 
| the extent of 124 per cent. was refused,and with some difficulty the 
leaders obtained a small majority at a meeting of delegates in favour 
of submitting to 6} per cent. only. When this was made known 
to the men a large number of them refused to submit to any reduc- 
| tion, whilst the conduct of the leaders was denounced in the strongest 
language, some asserting that they were in the pay of the employers, 
whilst the delegates were told that they had betrayed the confidence 
of the men they were sent to represent by voting in entire opposi- 
tion to their views. This feeling of bitterness was still further in- 
tensified when it was found that at a meeting of colliery owners 
with the leaders and delegates the representatives of the press were 
not allowed to be present. Consequently, some 16 persons repre- 
sented about 24,000 mines—or should have done—but what tran- 
spired at the meeting the entire bulk of the men were left in com- 
plete ignorance. ‘This, certainly, does not seem as it should be, and 
leaves some apparent ground for the assertion of the men—that they 
have been betrayed. The delegates were then asked to submit to a 
reduction of 10 per cent. on the present earnings. This proposition 
was taken into consideration on Tuesday last, but very many lodges 
changed their delegates, and sent those only who would promise to 
vote for no greater reduction than 10 per cent. on the wages paid in 
October, 1871. The result was that the last proposition of tho 
masters was negatived, and that first agreed to by the delegates con- 
firmed. In many quarters it is belived that a lock-out must be tho 
result of the decision come to, although to our thinking such a

THE PETROLEUM MOTOR, 

In noticing the machinery in motion at the London International 
Exhibition, on the oceasion of the annual econrersaztone of the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers, it was remarked that considerable attention 
was piven to the petroleum motor exhibited by Mr, Juluis Hock, 
and exhibited by the Eisen und Maschinen-Pabriks-Actien-Gessell- 
echaft, of Vienna, and we are now enabled to give @ more complete 
deseription of the machine. [ft is claimed that the petroleum 
power-engine supplies the industrial world with a new motive, 





safer, and more convenient, and in many eases cheaper than steam, | 


especially where asmall power (under L-horse) is required at inter- 


manufacturing purposes, and so on; it is also regarded as appli- 
cable to launches, yachts, and tramway ears. [tis so extremely 
safe that neither accident nor culpable mischievousness can lead to 
a dangerous explosion, and has many advantages, such as that of 
being instantly stopped and started, and of requiring no special at- 
tention and supervision, asin the case of steam-engines., [tis stated 
that the engine has been in use, among other places, in the Imperial 
Printing Office at Vienna, for several months past, and has given 
entire satisfaction, The consumption of petroleum is estimated at 
} gallon per horse-power per hour, and that the cheapest kind can 
be used. The burning of the petroleum, with the heat thereby deve- 
loped, forms in this engine the complete motive ageney, This burn- 
ing takes place in regular, defined, and, at the same time, very small 
quantities of finely divided petroleum spray, with great safety in 
the working cylinder behind the piston. Tbe ignition of the spray 
is effected by a small jet of gas produced by the machine itself, 

Attached to the nave of the tly-wheel is a connecting rod, fur- 
nished with a knob, whilst to the pulley there is similarly attached 
the rod of the water-pump, which forees the water round the eylin 
der to keep it cool, the eylinder having a double shell: for the pur- 
pose. 
be used over and over again, The petroleum reservoir which sup- 
plies the eylinder is so arranged that the level of the liquid can be 
kept uniform by the use of a solid core, which is forced more or less 
into it by means of a serew. This petroleum reservoir is connected 
by a tube with the working eylinder, furnished with a suitable valve 
to prevent the petroleum flowing back, The forward motion of the 
piston in the cylinder rarities the air, and then sucks a small quan- 
tity of petroleum and of atmospheric air through the tubes provided 
for them; and as the ends of the air and petroleum tubes meet at 
an angle (like a spray-diffuser), the mixture of the two fluids is in a 
proper condition for ignition so as to cause the next stroke. The 
perfect combustion of the petroleum spray is thus secured. An 
ordinary pair of governor balls is connected with a small yalve- 
chest, and keeps the supply of air exactly proportionate to the re- 
quirements of the cylinder, When the piston has made about one- 
fourth of the back stroke there is, of course, behind it the eloud of 
petroleum spray and atmospheric air, and at this moment the knob 
on the conneeting rod of the tly-wheel comes in contact with a semi- 
globular chamber of india-rubber, and forces a certain quantity of 
air through a half-filled jar of petroleum, so as to furnish the neces- 
sary gas for ignition, From this petroleum a portion of the gas 
passes direct to the blow-pipe, and a portion passes through a small 
gasometer, in which it is further carburised before pissing to supply 
the flame. The blow-pipe current opens a valve in the back of the 
cylinder, and carries through the flame which ignites the explosive 
mixture within the cylinder, and causes a fresh forward stroke —the 
several operations being repeated as long as the engine is required 
to work. The great advantage of engines upon this principle is 
that no cost need be incurred except whilst work is actually being 
done, and the present machine has the same recommendation as the 
gas engine, and can, moreover, be used where gas is not available. 
The weight of the engine, which cost 1507, per l-horse power, is 
about 1100 kilogrammes, and it is about 24 metres long by | metre 
in breadth. Where gas and steam are out of reach, the petroleum 
motor will, no doubt, prove of considerable value, 





UTILISATION OF BLAST-FURNACE SLAGS, 


Although almost inumerable endeavours have been made to effect 
the utilisation of blast-furnace siags with commercial advantage, it 
is only in isolated cases that anything approaching success has been 
attained; and even where the success has been complete the subject 
has not been sufficiently followed up by those concerned to bring 
about the general adoption of their proposals. In confirmation of 
this statement, it may be mentioned that three years ago Mr. I[iram 
C. CouLTHARD, C.E., of Duke street, Westminster, laid down in 
Park-street, Grosvenor-square, about 60 yards lineal of slag mac- 
adamising material, at the same time that Messrs. Freeman laid 
granite in another part of the same street, and the slag was found 
to wear as well as the granite, but in consequence of the difficulty 
in overcoming the prejudice of the surveyor and the vestry com- 
bined against any alteration in the mode of road-mending, Mr. 
Coulthard abandoned the project. This is, probably, the mo&t re- 
cent application of slag as a road metalling material except in the 
immediate neighbourhood of ironworks, and although some time 
since much was hoped for from employing it for that purpose, it 
carnot be denied that there are objections to it which are caleulated 
to prevent its general adoption for macadamising. In the utilisation 
of slag for other purposes there have likewise been encountered 
difficulties which have interfered with the realisation of the objects 
sought, but that the obstacles met with are not insurmountable is 
the confident opinion of a large number of engineers and inventors, 
Mr. Coulthard is now using slag in concrete for engine-bed founda-

PORTABLE ENGINES FOR MINING PURPOSES. 
For some years past the use of portable engines, with multitu- 


bular boilers and self-contained machinery for winding and pump- 
ing, has been gradually increasing in favour amongst mine managers 


in Cornwall and other districts; and at a recent meeting of the In- | 


stitution of Mechanical Engineers an interesting paper was read by 
Mr. John Richardson, of Lincoln, in which the application of the 
portable class of engine successfully carried out by Messrs. Robey 
at several different places during the last 14 years, and the arrange- 
ments employed for the purpose, are specially referred to. 
shown that whilst the ordinary Cornish winding-engine involves the 


erection of a substantial building, 50 ft. long, and averaging 2 ft. | 


wide, with solid foundations, and a large chimney stack, the use of 
the semi-portable winding-engine, of the same total power as re- 
gards the work performed, only necessitates the construction of a 
The 
new engine being entirely self-contained, and combined with its 


boiler, requires scarcely any foundations or erection for setting it to | 


work; but in the case of the old engine, a large outlay of cost and 
time is required for the foundations and erection of the engine and 
boilers. The new engine has the advantage that, on account of the 
fire-hole and the engine levers being situated in close proximity, it 
admits of being conveniently worked by only one man for both fir- 
ing and driving, instead of requiring a separate fireman, as in the 
case of the old engine. 

The new engine works at a much higher speed of revolution than 
the winding-drum, and is connected to it by gearing of 6 or 8 to 1, 
instead of the engine having only double the speed of the drum, or 
being coupled direct to it at the same speed; this gives an im- 
portant practical advantage in the power of control over the work- 
ing, as the smaller engine can be stopped in the same fraction of a 
revolution as the larger one, so that the risk of overwinding the 
drum is reduced in the same proportion as the ratio of the gearing 
is increased. Having two cylinders with right-angled cranks, the

With coal at a high price the advantage of the new form of engine 
is still more apparent, since the economy of fuel, as compared with 
the old form of condensing-engine of large size, is enormous. This 
arises from the circumstance that the new engine has jacketed cylin- 
ders, in which high-pressure steam is largely expanded, instead of the 
large unjacketed cylinder of the old engine, in which low-pressure 
steam is worked with scarcely any expansion, Also the multitu- 
bular boiler of the new engine yields a higher rate of evaporative 
duty than that obtained from the boilers generally employed with 
winding-engines, which is usually not more than about 6]bs, of water 
per Ib. of coal, whilst the evaporative duty of the multitubular boiler 
is fully 74 lbs., giving an economy of 20 per cent. in fuel. A special 
source of economy of fuel in the smaller engine in the case of metal- 
liferous mines, though not at coal pits, is found in the circumstance 
that the work of a winding-engine is not continuous, but intermit- 
tent, the engine often working forone minute, and then standing for 
five minues, or longer; so that on the average of the day’s work the 
engine is several times longer standing than working. 

During all the time the engines are standing their cylinders are 
cooling, and however well these may in both cases be protected by 
non-conducting covering some heat must be lost, and the loss will be 
greater in the large cylinder, in proportion to its greater extent of 
surface. The smaller cylinders being kept hot by steam-jackets con- 
densation of the working steam is prevented, the only loss being the 
small quantity of steam condensed in the jackets. Moreover, the 
multitubalar boiler works with an artificial quick draught, produced 
by the blast of the exhaust steam in the chimney, and is thus able to 
use a much inferior description of fuel compared with boilers having 
only an ordinary chimney draught. In most cases the new engine 
works with slack or small coal, and in some instances that have come 
under the notice of the writer the fuel has been the refuse ashes from 
stationary boilers, mixed with coal to the extent of as muchas about 
two-thirds ashes. Another advantage obtained from the artificial 
draught produced by the blast, as compared with an ordinary chim- 
ney draught, is that the draught ceases the moment that the engine 
stops, and the fire is then, as it were, automatically damped down. 

Two different kinds of these new engines are in use for mining 
purposes, the one being not only portable, but als» self-propelling, 
like a road locomotive. It consists of a locomotive boiler, upon 
which is mounted a double-cylinder engine; the crank shaft hus a 
pinion at each end, which, through an intermediate wheel drives a 
winding drum on each side of the boiler. These winding drums run 
loose on the main axle, on which are also the travelling or driving 
wheels. Each pinion is thrown in or out of gear by a clutch and 
lever, and each drum is fitted with a brake worked by a screw and 
hand-wheel; the engine is furnished with the ordinary link-motion 
reversing gear and stop lever valve. On each travelling or driving 
wheel is fixed a wrought-iron plate, containing two slots, in which 
are fixed a couple of square studs that can be slid up into snugs cast 
on the inside of the winding drum; the travelling wheels will then 
be driven at the same speed as the winding-drums, and the engine 
thus becomes self-propelling. On arriving atits destination nothing 
further is required than to run the engine into position, chock the 
wheels, and disconnect them from the drums, which are then imme- 
diately ready for winding. When the sinking or winding is finished 
the engine can with the same ease steam away to a new situation, 
or it may be employed as an ordinary portable engine.

| Many Cornish mines have been abandoned, while others have nearly suspended 
or greatly reduced their workings. The price of tin is so low that, although a 
large quantity of Straits is stated to be in stock at Singapore and Penang, the 
Chinese dealers will not sell it at present prices, and they only shipped 8 tons in 
the whole of last month. And as to Australian tin, we stated last week, on what 
we believe to be good information, that recent sales in London had been at a loss 
to the sellers of from 15/. to 20/. perton. Itis true that a very larze quantity of 
Australian tin has been imported into London in the first three months of the pre- 
sent year. Particulars of the shipments from Sydney and Brisbane are given by 
Messrs. Sargant and Son, and they amount to 1012 tons of metal and 1059 tons of 
ore—the whole equal to about 1647 tons of metal.

It works either one rabble or two simultaneously, and is 
traversed to and fro amongst the glowing metal by a self-acting motion without 
the assistance of any attendant. At the close of the experiments which have been 
made with it the iron was found to be thoroughly amalgamated, It has this great 
advantage over all other puddling machinery yet invented, that no manual guid- 
ance is needed to insure that the rabbles do their work to perfection. The puddlers 
who have seen it at work acknowledge its efficiency, and are prepared to welcome 
its general adoption because of the great amount of hot and hard work from which 
it will relieve them. No doubt this is a piece of machinery which, when constantly 
at work, will excite the deepest interest among the ironmasters generally. All the 
preparations are not yet completed for showing what the machine is fully capable 
of. Very soon, however, all that the inventor thinks necessary will be accom- 
plished, and then, no doubt, this newly-discovered means of saving the puddler 
so much arduous work, and the consequent exhaustion, will be cheerfully welcomed 
by the whole trade.”

Iron. — Nothing can be more: iscouraging than the weekly reports 
from South Wales, For some little time past there has been almost 
literally no business doing at all, and the iron trade in this distriet 
may be said to bea thing of the past. This condition of affairs has 
simply arisen from the fact that there being no security for either 
masters or men, the one were unable to undertake and the other to 
fulfil the orders even if the masters had booked them, No contracts having been 
sought for none have been offered, and nothing is doing. Under ordinary cireum 
stances this period of the year witnesses a fair amount of activity, but as the 
summer advances the heat of the weather oceasionally interferes with the prosecu- 
tion of business, so that as there is nothing doing now, and the season is fast ap 
proaching when slackness in work is ordinarily anticipated, it can hardly be ex pected 
even though disputes should be settled, that there should be much doing untilafter 
the midsummer holidays, It is reported that the dispute is now turning upon 
another question than that of wages. The great majority of the men perceiving 
the necessity of accepting a lower rate of wayes are prepared to go in at the 10 per 
cent, reduction provided that the masters will arrange with them for contract work 
covering a prolonged period, until the whole of the operatives shall have resumed 
work upon the reduced wages. At present daily contracts are in force. The masters 
decline granting this concession. There is another object in view than that 
which appears on the surface, beeanse if all the men were toaccept the 10 per cent. 
reduction the rule with regard to daily contracts would thus come in force again, 
There is nothing of an encouraging nature to report in the North of England trade. 
A condition of uncertainty as to the future and present enforced idleness aptly de- 
scribes the position of affairs. Hopes which have been cherished that the time ean- 
not be far distant when masters and men will alike admit the necessity of coming 
to terms seem as far off realisation as ever. The longer that these differences are 
permitted to exist the more serious must the consequences necessarily be, and the 
greater will be the reduction in wages at which the operatives will eventually 
return to work. Several furnaces are being damped down, others blown out, so 
that the ironworks in the North of England are literally almost doing nothing. 
Owing to the scarcity of iron, rather than to any important demand, quotations 
continue firm, and shipments to Scotland show an improvement. 

There is but little encouragement to expand the iron industry in the North of 
England at present. The Skerne Lron Company, whos speciality lies in plate and 
sheet iron, report & loss of 13,000/. upon the year’s working. At the same time 
there is a hope expressed that the coming year's operations may prove more lu- 
erative. The large ironworks of Mr. Richardson, M.P., have passed into the hands 
of a limited liability company tor the sum of 500,000/, Scoteh pigs, W hich closed 
last week at 93s, 6d., opened on Monday last at the same price. Transactions were 
limited, but the market was firm, and at the close there were buyers at 94s. 6d., 
and sellers at 95s. The market on Tuesday was quiet, but towards the close there 
was more activity apparent, and transactions took place up to 96/, 6d. The next 
day the market showed greater firmness, and prices gradually advanced, until at 
the close the quotation was 98s, The tendency to tirmness which had been appa- 
rent during the week culminated on Thursday, when pricee advanced rapidly to 
10ds.,,after which a slight reaction set in, and at the close there were buyers at 
102s, 6d., sellers a shilling higher.

Upon the basis of the Cleveland ironstone a huge and important 
superstructure has been reared which is now “ tottering to its fall,” 
in the midst of dangers from which it has happily enjoyed immu- 
nity in the past. The production of pig-iron in Cumberland is about 
2,000,000 tons per annum, or fully a third of all the production of 
the United Kingdom. Consequent, also, upon the development of 
the iron trade of Cleveland, the coal trade of South Durham has 
been doubled within 20 years, advancing from 10,000,000 tons in 
LS5t to 17,500,000 tons at the present time. The manufactured iron 
trade of Cleveland is searcely less important than the crude iron 
trade. There are over 2000 puddling-furnaces in the North of Eng- 
land, employing more than 20,000 workmen, while foundries and 
enginevring shops have risen upon all hands. The whole of this im- 
mense fabric now stands in imminent jeopardy because of the miners’ 
strike in Cleveland. Without ironstone the pig-iron makers must 
suspend operations; and, as a matter of fact, there are already 25 
to 80 furnaces blown-out or damped down. Without pig-iron, 
finished iron makers cannot carry on their works, and without these 
two sources of consumption the coal trade of South Durham would 
be shrivelled up toa mere flea-bite, Cleveland alone taking from 
South Durham for iron-making purposes from 56,000 to 65,000 tons 
of coal and coke per week. [It consequently follows that if the 
strike of miners is protracted suflictently long, not only the blast- 
furnace men and malleable ironworkers of the North, but a great 
number of the South Durham colliers and Weardale limestone men, 
will be thrown outofemployment. These consequences are already 
taking effect to no inconsiderable extent. There are fully 1500 out 
of the 6000 blast-furnaces usually employed in Cleveland already 
idle. and fully 1000 more are under notice,

7.—That all doubts, differences, or disputes whatsoever, that may arise at any 
time hereafter between any of the parties to this agreement, shall be settled by con- 
ference or arbitration in the manner following—that is to say, when and so often 
as any doubt, difference, or dispute shall arise, the dissatistied party may demand 
a conference, at which the miners shall be represented by the district officers and 
delegates of the Coalminers’ Association and the Associated Masters by any num- 
ber of persons not exceeding one from each colliery, and the manager of each of 
the said collieries, who shall meet not later than 28 days from the date of such 
demand, tor the purpose of discussing the matter in dispute, with a view to an 
amicable settlement, and, in the event of no amicable settlement being arrived at 
by such conference, then and in that case the matter in dispute shall be reduced 
to writing, and submitted toa council of arbitration to be constituted as follows :— 

The council of arbitration shall consist of four disinterested persons and an um- 
pire. Each pirty to this agreement shall appoint two arbitrators, who shall ap 
point an umpire conjointly in writing before they enter upon any matter referred 
to them, who shall decide on all points on which they may differ, and whose de 
cision shall be final, and in default of such appointment by either of the parties 
hereto, the Minister for Lands, for the time b ing, may appoint the arbitrators, 
and the umpire in the event of the arbitrators being unable to agree. 

The council of arbitration shall meet not later than fourteen days from the date 
oi any confercnee failing to settle any matter in dispute, unless the time be ex- 
tended by mutual agreement. The council of arbitration having met, each party 
| shall have the privilege of being represented by not more than nine representa- 

tives, for the purpose of giving evidence, and arguing the matter in dispute before 
such council of arbitration. 

Any dispute having been settled by the council of arbitration shall not again be 
revived by cither party within a period of twelve months from the date ot such de. 
cision. If at any time during the settling of such council of arbitration any arbi- 
trator die or become incapable to act, the party by whom such arbitritor was ap- 
pointed shall appoit t some other person to act in lis place within seven days after 
notice in writing from the other party for such purpose, and if they fail to do so 
the remaining arbitrators may proceed to hear and determine the matter in dis 
pute, and in such case the award of such arbitrators shall be final. 

The cost of any council of arbitration shall he defrayed by each party paying their 
own arbitrators, and the umpire to be paid conjointly. The secretaries to each 
party shall conjointly arrange the time and place for all meetings relating to this 
agreement. 

This agreement shall be in force until Dec. 31 next ensuing, and thereafter from 
year to vear, unless, on or before Dee. 30 in any year, notice shall have been given 
of its discontinuance ou Dee. 31 then following.” :

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 

June 11.—At last the smelters have put up the tin standard, but, 
apparently desirous that the patient shall not suffer from undue @X- 
citement, only 2s.

In the course of a capital speech delivered by Mr. R. Boyns, on 
the occasion of his taking the reins of oflice at North Levant, he 
made some excellent remarks on this very point. 

“Tf (said he) the price of tin be regulated by supply and demand it will very 
soon be better, for the supplies must be less. The Queensland supplies frightened 
the great purchasers of tiu, and all the sim Uler dealers shared in their alarnis: 
everyone seemed rfightened out of his wits; there was a regular panie; and 
the price of tin went down as it never would but for the general alarm. Not 
only was not so much sent home as to cause it to go down to such ruinously low 
prices, but we now know, on the very best authority, that Queenslind will send 
home this year very little more than one half the quantity it sent home lact year, 
and that the colony cannot send tin home unless it is 80/.a ton. The Cornish mines, 
too, arestopping, sothat there must be less supplies inthe face of ademand fora metal 
which increases as no other metallic demand that we know. Copper articles, when 
done with, you can run down and use the metal over again, but tin articles—that 
is, tin-plate articles, for which the request spreads in every direction—once done 
with are done with for ever. Even now, with the lock-out in Wales and nobody 
making tin plates, tin isin such demand that Straits is 101s., and that price is 
asked in the face of the great Dutch sale which takes place to-day. There will be 
better prices soon, but we must wait a little longer.” 

Another point to which Mr. Boyns directed attention was one 
Which has hitherto been noted in this column—the need of more 
work being done by the miners, not for the same wages, but for 
more. It is not a question of the amount pxid for what is done, but 
of the work done. It should never be forgotten that while the 
pumping and general charges of a mine are the same, whether much 
is done underground or not, the proportionate amount of the charges 
distributed over the ore raised, or the amount of sinking or driving, 
ls entirely dependent on the quantity of underground work executed, 
and that trae economy, therefore, consists in reducing that propor- 
tion by spreading the general charges over as wide an area of work 
4s possible, What Mr. Boyns said with regard to the wages ques- 
tion was this :-— 

Pas... hat is wanted is this, that we all of us work witha will. I have not spoken 
bat It to the agents yet, but it strikes me that men are not paid properly (that is 
with due apportionment) for the work they do. Ido not believe that a hardwork- 
wa, Struggling man, toiling for loag hours, should be paid the same as a man 
vorking for very short hours, and lazily then. We will take the instance of a lazy 
youngster, who works five hours a-day—of course, there is no one in North Levant 
As 10 does that—and no more. If he is worth 6d. an hour—I only take the 6d, as 
thi nary wage, to illustrate my argumjent—and works five hours, he gets 2s. 6d. 
es + peda 15s. a week, or 3/. a month. Near him is another man—a hard- 
ade ing miner, with a large family—who toils, and is willing to toil, nine hours 
Now.

REPORT FROM DERBYSIIIRE AND YORKSIITRE, 


June 11.--Several of the leading collieries in Derbyshire have 
been doing an increased trade of late with London, and last month 
the Midland Company conveyed to St. Pancras and its various 
depots no less than 151,513 tons, being the largest quantity, pro- 
bably, that ever went over that line in any one month. The Clay 
Cross Company have been doing very well of late, and have just 
completed the sinking of a new shaft that will add considerably to 
their power of production. Langley Mill is beeoming a very im- 
yortant centre of the coal trade on the Erewash Valley line, and 
Son which about 4000 tons a-week are being sent to the metropolis 
alone. In the Unstone district matters are not so very promising, although a 
moderate business is being done, but the men recently employed at the colliery of 


Messrs. Rangeley and Son are still on strike and in receipt of pay fromthe Miners’ | 


Association, whilst the men at the Messrs. Badger’s are in a similar position. At 
some few of the collieries in North Derbyshire the reduction agreed upon at the 
meeting of colliery owners held at Barnsloy on Monday will be enforeed, but it is 
expected will not be accepted. This is more likely to be the case, seeing that as 
the delegites refused to aceept a reduction of 10 per eent., the 
to agree to one of 12'4 percent.

It is evident 
that a great many of the men will not agree to accept the proposed terms, so that 
we suppose another notice will have to be given, on either one side or the other, 
terminating existing contracts. Under any circumstances it will be apparent that 
the notice of the employers as it stands cannot be enforced, for they cannot stop 
any part of a man’s wages from May 20, for existing contracts must be maintained. 

In Sheffield the general trade is very quiet, and but few works are 
what may beecalledactive.
